landmark between Charing Cross 
Bridge and Westminster, There 
will be room for a staff of 7,000. 
Nearly: all Government Depart- 
ments could be brought under one 
roof. It {is expected’ that the 
Ministry of Agriculture, the 
Ministry of Labour and the Air 
Ministry, and possibly the Bonrd of 
Trade will be transferred. The 
Cabinet headquarters fwould remain 
at No, 10 Downing Street.

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CRUCIAL DAYS FOR 
JAPAN 


Japan is at the moment: faced 
with a financial problem of con- 
siderabic magnitude. Efforts to 
balance the Budget are proving 
extremely difficult. The Minis- 
tries of War and Navy have been 
insisting on big appropriations, 
based on the belief that 1936 will 
be a crucial one in the nation’s 
history. If their full demands 
were conceded, there would be a 
Budget deficit totalling no less a 
sum than 870,000,000 yen. It is 
reported, however, that the 
Ministry of Finance has decided 
on drastic cuts in the Army and 
Navy demands, not being dis- 
posed to approve of more than 
forty per cent. thereof. In view 
of the strength and power of the 
military faction, it will_be 
teresting to watch reactions. 
There have been some slight in- 
dications latterly of » growing 
ascendency of the diplomats over 
the militarists, but it would be 
premature to suggest that the 
latter are disposed to give way 
to uny marked extent. The 
naval position vis-a-vis Britain 
and the United States has still 
to be adjusted, in addition to 
which the influence of the jingo- 
ists, with their visions of a Far 


| Eastern hegemony, will no doubt 


be inereasingly felt in the near 
future. Meanwhile, the internal 
condition of the “country, es- 
pecially in. the agricultural dis- 
tricts, is causing some anxiety. 
Agrarian distress shows no sign 
of subsiding, and, with the 
winter nhead, it is likely to be 
intensified rather than gther- 
wise. This is a problem which 
ix a constant source of worry to 
the Government, inasmuch as 
the great bulk of the men of. the 
regular Army hail -.from agri- 
cultural districts, and news filter- 
ing through of the conditions in 
these areas is always liable to 
lead to,a spirit of restlessness 
amongst the troops, The -prob- 
lem, at bottom, is an economic 
one, and is not easy of satisfac- 
: In the back- 
ground, also, is the ever-present 
danger of Communistic activity, 
on which‘a sharp eye has.to be 


kept, As against these factors, 


however, there has to be placed. 
very marked industrial expan- 
sion, which ia greatly facilitated 
by the low level to which the yen 
has fallen, . enabling Japanese 
products to find an easy outlet 
in world markets. But even in 
this sphere, fresh difficulties are 
being encountered as measures 
are taken by various countries to 
cope with the “dumping” evil. 
All in: all, whilst Japan's virility. 
and enterprise are still much to 
the fore, the country is facing 
difficult times, and its future will 
be greatly affected by the 
happenings of the immediate 
future.

The United States is faced with 
a henvy budgetary deficit during 
the coming year, so great, indecd, 
that Presidont Roosevelt . has de- 
clared that he will not attempt 'to 
balance the nccounta of the nation, 
He is going to apend U.S.$12,000,- 
000,000 in one «way and other, 
much of it [In unomployment relief, 
Japan, whose budget has been.a 
source of trouble for the past few 
years ind whose military and 
naval expenditures already eut up 
more than forty per cent. of the 
total of ‘national revenue, has 
sjmilnr difficulties. It seems in- 
credible that olther of thcse na- 
tions cnn seriously contemplate the 
abrogation of naval treaties with- 
out a anfeguard against one of 
those costly armaments races. Of 
the three great sca Powers, Britain 
ix obviously in the best position to 
wo bargaining. That is probably 
why she does. not find it necessary 
to try a bluffing game.

NO HURRY 


Japan intimates that she is not 
in any great hurry to secure naval 
equality, according to the latest 
despatches. The Japanese Am- 
bassador at Washington says that 
her demands have been misunder- 
stood to the extent that they were 
thought to mean “immediate 
equality” and explains that Japan 
in quite content to attain her goal 
by casy stages. The. fpct is that 
even if Britain ond the United 
States agreed to allow Japan equal 
naval tonnage to either of their 
flecta, Japan would not be in a 
position to build to the desired 
Imit immediately.

Only this week I was reading an 
article by a very eminent golfing 
expert who was discussing why 
our yolfern yets so consistently 
smothered by Americans. A fam. 
ous American amateur golfer's 
opinion was cited, and 
me as ringing -true. 

This American sportsman as- 
serted that with British golfers the 
main thing was the game. With 
Americans, he stated, the game 
was of ess importance and in- 
terest than ‘the winning of it. 
This mental attitude explains 
much that puzzles and sometimes 
annoys us in American sporting 
manifestations. Which ia the 
right attitude may be a matter of 
opinion, 

The American‘can justify him- 
self by one very respectable and 
venerable adage:—Anything that 
is worth doing at all is worth doing 
well. But there agnin n queation 
of interpretation arises. May not 
the playing of a game well involve 
most essentially the losing of it 
wwell?_ i] (think it most_certainly 
does, and our sportsmen are better 
at this than any othera In the 
world. . 

This Is not, J think, because they 
have more experience in losing, 
but because they have an older, 
better, and more joyous tradition 
of good sport. Sport is, after all, 
only a means to an end. In its 
best forms it is a healthy recrea- 
tion and amusement. To exagyer-

STILL FLOURISHES 


BALANCE ‘FAR - 
FROM SIGHT 


+ What is the North American 
wheat growers’ loss is the Argene

Argentina is almost exclusively 
a grain-growing and atock-ralaing 
country. It produces large quan- 
tities of wheat, corn and Iinsecd, 
marketing the first two chiefly in 
Europe and the bulk of the linseed 
in the United, States. When the 
price of whent had dropped toa 
notnbdly low level Inst November, 
the Argentine Government, in 
order to ald distressed farmers, 
purchased substantial quantities of 
wheat at 20 per cent. above the 
prevailing market price. 


Ii was generally expected that 
the Government would have to 
take a rizable loss on theae wheat 
trnnsactions, as {t had earlier in 
respect to corn, but developments 
in the United States and parts of 
Canadh resulting in: marked. rise 
In wheat prices are enabling it to 
diszose of its wheat without a lose 
and possibly at’a amall profit. 


A recent report from: Brenos 
Aires reveals that foreign ex- 
change has hecome exceedingly 
scarce on the local market, Indi- 
enting that Argentine grain ex- 
porterr, Including the Government, 
may be holding the grain for 
Ugher prices, 


PROFITABLE TRADE. 


The South American Republic 
buys approximately twice as much 
from the United States as it rells 
in that market, This statua holds 
good both in years of prosperity 
and adversity. In the peak year 
1929, the United States sald to 
Argentina products valued at 
$210,000,000 and purchased Argen- 
tine ‘merchandise valued at $117, 
000,000. At the lowest’ ebb of 
this trade, American exports to the 
Argentine market were valued’ at 
$31,000,000, while imports from 
Argentina—into-the—United- States 
amounted to $15,000,000.. 


In splte of the difficulties cited, 
United States trade with Argen- 
tina has been on the upgrade since 
July, 1982, American. purchases 
of Argentine products have in- 
crensed faster than tho latter's 
buying in- the American market, 
but the improvement in both 
directions is encouraging.

CRUCIAL DAYS FOR’ 
JAPAN 


Japan is at the moment faced 
with a financial problem of con- 
siderable magnitude. Efforts to 
balance the Budget are proving 
extremely difficult. The Minis- 


‘| tries of War and Navy have been 


insisting on ‘big appropriations, 
based on the belief that 19386 will 
be a crucial one in the nation’s 
history. If their full demands 
were conceded, there would be a 
Budget deficit totalling no Jess:'a 
sum than 870,000,000 yen. It is 
reported, however, that the 
Ministry of Finance has decided 
on drastic cuts in the Army and 
Navy demands, not being dis- 
posed to approve of more than 
forty per cent. thereof. In view 
of the strength and power of the 
military faction, it will be in- 
teresting to watch reactions. 
‘There have been some slight_in-. 
dications latterly of a growing 
ascendency of the diplomats over 
the militarists, but it would be 
premature ‘to suggest that the 
latter are disposed to give way 
to .any marked extent. The 
naval position vis-a-vis Britain 
and the United States has still 
to be adjusted, in addition to 
which the influence of the jingo- 
ists, with their visions-of a Far 
Eastern hegemony, will no doubt 
be increasingly felt in the near 
future, Meanwhile, the internal 
condition of the country, es- 
pecially in the agricultural dis- 
tricts, is-causing some anxiety. 
Agrarian distress shows no sign 
fof subsiding, and, with the 
winter ahead, it is likely to be 
intensified rather than. other- 
wise. This is a problem which 
is a constant source of worry to 
the Government, inasmuch as 
the great bulk of the men of the 
regular Army hail- from agri- 
cultural districts, and news filter- 
ing through of the conditions in 
these areas is always liable to 
lead to a spirit of restlessness 
amongst the troops. The prob- 
lem, at ‘bottom, is an economic 
one, and is not easy of satisfac- 
tory adjustment. In the back- 
ground, also, is the ever-present 
danger of Communistic activity, 
on which a sharp eye has to bo 
kept. As against these factors, 
however, there has to be placed 
very marked industrial expan- 
sion, which is greatly facilitated 
by the low level to which the yen 
-has_ fallen, enabling. Japanese 
products to. find an easy’ outlet 
in world markets. But even in 
this sphere,.fresh difficulties are 
being ertcountered as measures 
are taken by various countries to 
cope with the “dumping” evil. 
All in all, whilst Japan’s virility 
and enterprise are stil] much to 
the fore, the country is facing 
difficult times, and its future will 
be greatly - affected by the 
happenings of the immediate 
future.

sion. Violence has been threaten- 
ed before by the American farm- 
ers, who aro incensed at the com- 
petition offered them by the Japan- 
ese and British Indian producers 
in the region, but this is the first 
time that either side has resorted 
to such dangerous demonstrations 
as bombings. It is very certain 
that Americans would be highly 
indignant if their countrymen 
were treated in such fashion in 
Japan, and it is equally certain 
that Japanese will be incensed if 
harm befalls any of these immi- 
grants in Arizona. Here is a case 
for swift action on the part of the 
authorities in a state where the 
“frontier Inw" still appears to pre-
